If  you  want  to  be  better  than 
them,  you  better  outwork  them.  If  you 
like  a  sport  and  it  eventually  gets  to  be 
no  fun,  that's  when  it's  time  to  get  out 
and  do  something  that  you  enjoy.  " 


How  would  you  define  yourself 
as  a  player? 

"  Passionate.  I  had  a  lot  of  passion 
and  love  for  the  game  of  basketball 
and  that  affected  the  way  I  played. 

tried  to  play  as  hard  as  I  could 
and  tried  to  do  whatever  it  took 
to  win  the  game.  The  love  of  the 
game  is  where  most  of  my  energy 
came  from  when  I  was  playing. 
In  high  school  we  would  be  up  by 
30  points  in  the  fourth  quarter 
and  coach  would  sit  the  starters. 
I  would  get  mad  because  I  didn't 
care  how  much  we  were  winning 
by.

If  you  could  use  one  word  to 
describe  your  season,  what  would  it 
be  and  why? 

"  Frustrating.  We  were  very 
inconsistent.  We  played  very  well  and 
beat  some  tough  teams,  like  Dayton. 
On  the  other  hand,  we  came  out  flat 
and  were  beaten  by  some  teams  we 
should  not  have.  It  was  frustrating 
because  everyone  knew  the  abilities 
and  potential  we  had,  but  they  also 
notice  that  we  didn't  bring  everything 
to  every  game.  It  is  like  we  were 
bipolar,  with  two  completely  different 
teams  showing  up  depending  on 
the  night.  The  rest  of  the  season  and 
those  goals  we  set,  just  depended  on 
if  we  realized  that  we  needed  to  bring 
the  hard  working,  unselfish  group  to

To  be 
a  part  of  that  felt  really  great 
and  I  know  the  girls  will 
continue  to  keep  building  on 
that."

"  We  showed  up  for  the  first  day  of 
preseason  and  our  coaches  told  us  to  go 
home,  get  a  pillow,  blanket,  swimsuit  and 
anything  we  would  need  for  a  couple  days 
and  to  meet  back  in  one  hour.

"  Playing  a  sport  at  that  level  really 
impacted  my  life  because  it  was  a  dream 
come  true.  I  was  one  of  many  girls  that 
used  to  go  by  herself  and  lay  down  on 
my  couch  and  watch  NCAA  Division  1 
volleyball.  I  remember  that  I  said  one 
night "  I  know  that  one  day  I'm  going 
to  be  there"  After  finally  getting  there  I 
was  really  thankful  for  the  remarkable 
opportunity  to  be  part  of  Division  1 
athletics." 


How  would  you  define  yourself 
as  a  player? 

"  As  a  player,  I  defined  myself 
as  a  great  human  being  with 
many  talents.  I  was  a  hard 
worker  on  the  court  and  I  always 
encouraged  my  teammates. 
Because  I  was  the  libero,  which 
is  the  "defensive  specialist".  I 
was  known  for  anticipating  what 
the  other  team  was  going  to  do, 
so  then  I  could  help  prepare  my 
team  for  the  next  play. " 
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What  kind  of  advice 
would  you  give  a  young 
aspiring  athlete? 

The  advice  I  would 
give  to  the  young  people 
would  be  that  it  does 
not  matter  how  tall  you 
are...  if  you  show  to 
people  that  you  have  a 
BIG  HEART...  that's  the 
only  thing  that  matters. 
Additionally,  give  your 
best  in  everything  and 
never  give  up."

Moving  on  up: 

New  to  freshmen,  returning  students,  fac- 
ulty and  staff  alike,  everyone  gets  to  experience 
the  new  Harper  Center  together  and  look  lost 
while  doing  so. 

Not  only  does  the  Harper  Center  house  a 
convenience  store,  alumni  grill  and  coffee  shop, 
classrooms  and  meeting  rooms,  but  it  also  houses 
offices  from  around  campus. 

"You  put  financial  aid  and  admissions  togeth- 
er, that  makes  perfectly  good  sense,"  Shlegel  said. 
"Well  let's  follow  the  student  all  the  way  through. 
You  also  put  career  placement  and  career  advis- 
ing... and  you  can  come  in  as  a  pre-freshman  and 
go  out  the  door  with  a  job." 

Some  of  the  offices  may  sound  new  to  some, 
but  a  few,  such  as  the  Mutual  of  Omaha  Center  for 
Health  and  Counseling,  have  merged  from  the 
previous  offices  of  the  Student  Health  Center  and 
Counseling  and  Psychological  services,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  students. 

"It  puts  them  all  in  close  proximity  working 
together  to  be  better  for  students,"  said  Tanya 
Winegard,  assistant  vice  president  of  Student 
Life. 

The  building,  designed  in  the  architectural 
style  Collegiate  Gothic,  is  one  of  the  largest  on 
campus.  The  Harper  Center  is  245,658  square 
feet  while  the  Skutt  Student  Center  is  about 
55,000  square  feet. 

"You  could  essentially  fit  one  floor  of  Harper 
into  all  of  the  Skutt  Student  Center,"  Eric  Yar- 
wood,  associate  director  for  the  Harper  and  Skutt 


Student  Centers  said. 

The  Harper  Center  is  meant  for  more  than 
just  Creighton.  Schlegel  said  he  hopes  it  will  be- 
come a  popular  venue  for  non-Creighton  events, 
a  front  door  into  the  city,  and  will  bring  several 
events  right  to  campus  for  students  to  access. 

The  Harper  Center  has  already  received  a 
large  number  of  reservations  from  organiza- 
tions and  activities  both  off  and  on  campus.  The 
Hixson-Lied  Auditorium  is  scheduled  for  Mayor 
Fahey's  last  state  of  the  city  address.  Another 
event  that  will  be  located  in  the  Harper  Center 
will  be  the  law  school  reunion  with  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Samuel  Alito  present. 

With  the  new  space,  alumni  reunions  and 
other  Creighton  events,  which  usually  took  place 
off-campus,  now  have  the  opportunity  to  not  only 
stay  on-campus,  but  also  to  be  at  Creighton's  new 
front  door,  Winegard  said. 

"What  better  way  to  expose  people  to  the 
Creighton  experience?" 

You  may  not  know: 

"The  Harper  Center  was  built  with  students 
in  mind,"  Winegard  said. 

Even  students  making  the  trek  from  Rigge 
Science  can  easily  get  to  their  Harper  Center  class 
by  going  in  the  main  entrance  and  then  walking 
right  up  the  steps  to  the  third  floor,  where  most 
of  the  classrooms  are  located. 

Creighton  officials  wanted  the  new  building 
to  leave  behind  a  small  environmental  footprint. 
The  building  exceeds  architecture,  construction 
and  operations  standards  called  the  Leadership 
in  Energy  and  Environmental  Design  (LEED). 

To  go  green,  the  Harper  Center  includes  car- 


pet made  of  recycled  materials  and  occupancy 
sensors  in  offices,  classrooms  and  meeting  rooms 
that  shut  off  the  lights  and  reduce  air  flow  when 
the  rooms  are  not  in  use. 

A  new  walkway  mall  stretching  from  Mor- 
rison Stadium  to  20th  Street  has  been  named 
Venteicher  Mall  for  George  W.  and  Susan  ).  Vente- 
ichen 

George  Venteicher,  1962  graduate  of  the 
Creighton  University  School  of  Law  and  his  wife 
are  longtime  supporters  of  Creighton. 

The  water  fountain  near  the  center  along 
California  mall  includes  tiles  from  a  printing 
company  previously  located  on  this  site. 

Jaybucks  and  dining  dollars  are  now  being 
accepted  at  The  Bird  Feeder  and  the  Brew  jay. 
Right  now,  meal  exchange  is  not  being  accepted 
at  either  of  these  retail  spaces. 

The  Bird  Feeder  is  expecting  to  add  even 
more  to  its  selection  of  food  and  other  items.  Billy 
Blue's  Alumni  Grill  is  not  accepting  dining  dollars 
or  meal  exchange  and  Winegard  said  she  is  not 
sure  how  this  will  work  out,  since  alcohol  is  sold.

The  Harper  Center  Ballroom 
may  not  be  Chicago's  Grant  Park, 
but  emotions  ran  just  as  high  as 
Barack  Obama  gave  his  acceptance 
speech  for      the  presidency. 

Creighton  students  anxiously 
waited  for  polls  to  close  with  each 
hour  to  see  how  their  candidate 
stacked  up  against  the  other  Tues- 
day night.  Amid  a  sea  of  confus- 
ing talk  of  exit  polls  and  mislead- 
ing statistics,  CNN's  coverage  was 
spotty,  incorporating  holograms 
beamed  in  from  across  the  nation 
and  touch-screens. 

Students  gathered  in  their 
hall  lobbies,  glued  to  the  TV,  un- 
til at  about  10:40  p.m.  when 
Obama's  impending  victory  was 
announced. 

"I  hope  America  was  respon- 
sible today,"  said  Arts  &  Sciences 
freshman  Katie  Watkins,  watching 
CNN  in  the  Gallagher  lobby. 

The  mood  during  the  evening 
was  a  mixture  of  excitement  and

The  majority  of  the  crowd 
was  in  support  of  Obama,  bursting 
into  cheers  every  time  the  sena- 
tor gained  more  electoral  votes, 
especially  Ohio  and  its  20  elec- 
toral votes  was  called  for  Barack 
Obama. 

"It's  over,"  Creighton  Col- 
lege Democrats  president  Brian 
Martens  said.  "That's  our  next 
president  right  there.  We  won  it. 
Tomorrow's  going  to  be  a  beauti- 
ful day." 

College  Democrats  Vice-Pres- 
ident Beth  Johnson  agreed  with 
Martens,  stating  that  many  politi- 
cal science  professors  who  were 
present  for  the  viewing  party 
viewed  Obama  as  the  victor  from 
the  start. 

The  results  grew  clearer  when 
Obama  won  Penn.sylvania  65  per- 
cent to  McCain's  34  percent. 


"Obama  be  with  you,"  joked 
a  student  as  Obama  gained  more 
ground  on  McCain  in  the  electoral 
college. 

In  historically  red  states  — 
Indiana,  Florida,  Virginia  and  Ohio 
—  Obama  pulled  out  unexpected 
numbers,  which  ultimately  led  to 
his  victory. 

Sam  Pierre,  Arts  &  Sciences 
senior  and  member  of  the  Creigh- 
ton College  Republicans,  said  he 
was  at  Harper  to  watch  the  Creigh- 
ton Students  Union  results  and 
was  offended  that  CNN  was  the 
network  chosen  for  the  election 
watching  party. 

"It  would  be  more  fair  to  show 
a  network  a  little  more  middle  of 
the  road,"  Pierre  said.  "It  was  ad- 
vertised as  MSNBC  and  I  get  here 
and  see  CNN." 

Pierre  said  it  was  a  done  deal 
when  CNN  called  Ohio,  the  state 
that  the  2004  election  came  down 
to.  He  said  he  didn't  give  up  until 
then. 

"It  seems  like  any  poll  you 
see  has  some  kind  of  bias,  so  it  all 
came  down  to  how  people  voted 
tonight,"  he  said. 

Republicans  did  have  some- 
thing to  celebrate.  Both  Rep.  Lee 
Terry  and  Sen. -elect  Mike 
Johanns  will  be  headed 
to  Washington  under  the 
Republican  ticket.  Katy 
Spratte,  Creighton  Col- 
lege Republicans  presi- 
dent, said  on  Wednesday 
she  was  at  the  Firefight- 
er's Union  Hall  Tuesday 
night  where  Lee  Terry 
made  his  acceptance 
speech  as  the  sixth-term 
representative  from  Ne- 
braska's 2nd  District. 

"Every  time  we  saw 
the  result  numbers  on 
the  bottom  of  the  screen, 


we  all  clapped,"  she  said. 

Terry,  who  has  seniority 
a  good  portion  of  Congress 
he    looked    forward    to    wd 
with  Obama  and  the  newly  elected 
congressmen. 

"I  am  really  glad  we  won.  A 
lot  of  us  worked  really  hard  for  his 
campaign,"  Spratte  said. 

Still,  Spratte  said,  it  was  hard 
to  look  past  the  Obama  victory. 
Dressed  all  in  black,  standing  on 
the  mall  she  said  it  felt  like  some- 
one had  died  when  the  screen 
flashed:  "Obama  victory." 

"Half  of  us  were  crying,"  she 
said.  "I  mean,  those  words  just 
sucked  the  wind  out  of  the  room." 

When  she  saw  Sen.  John  Mc- 
Cain graciously  take  the  podium  in 
Arizona  to  concede,  she  said  that 
was  when  she  broke  down. 

"I  am  disappointed  in  the 
American  people's  vote  for  Barack 
Obama  as  the  44th  president.  I 
think  it  was  largely  an  uninformed 
vote  with  people  caught  in  the 
'Obamamania'  wave,"  she  said.  "It's 
really  hard  for  me  to  accept  this 
decision,  but  I  will  respect  him  as 
our  president  and  I  take  solace  in 
the  fact  that  he  is  starting  with  a 
clean  slate." 
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Ncip^nal  Recession  Hits  Creighton

Taja  Coleman,  Arts  &  Sciences  sophomore,  is 
a  student  who  thought  she  did  everything  right. 
She  got  above  a  3.5  GPA  in  high  school,  applied  for 
more  than  20  scholarships  and  was  accepted  to  a 
prestigious  Catholic  university. 

Now  she  thinks  she  has  to  leave  Creighton 
because  she  can't  afford  the  tuition,  and  she  is  not 
the  only  one. 

In  a  recession,  students  and  families  are  ap- 
prehensive about  applying  for  loans,  and  financial 
aid  does  not  cut  it. 

Enrollment 

"Last  year  my  parents  were  living  in  separate 
houses,  so  1  was  eligible  for  more  money  under 
FAFSA,"  Coleman  said.  "Now  they  live  together,  so 
I  don't  have  as  much  money." 

Dr  Ernie  Goss,  economics  professor,  said  she 
isn't  alone,  and  he  expects  enrollment  to  "soften" 
next  semester  and  next  year 

"When  people  start  losing  their  jobs,  we  will 
really  start  to  see  the  impacts,"  Goss  said. 

Don  Bishop,  associate  vice  president  for  En- 
rollment Management,  said  he,  along  with  the  fi- 
nancial aid  staff,  is  working  to  keep  every  student 
at  Creighton. 

He  said  the  initial  shock  of  the  stock  market 
going  down  is  causing  people  alarm,  but  he  said 
he  thinks  it  could  sort  itself  out  in  the  coming 
months. 

It  is  too  early  to  tell  if  the  freshman  class  will 
be  smaller,  but  numbers  for  next  semester  are 
more  immediate.  Bishop  said. 

He  has  been  working  with  families  with  im- 
mediate concerns. 

"In  the  next  five  or  six  months,  the  economy 
will  be  in  stronger  shape,"  he  said. 

Coleman  said  she  has  looked  for  help,  but  the 
only  option  she's  been  offered  is  taking  out  more 
loans.  After  three  semesters  she  already  has  taken 
out  $14,000  in  loans,  and  she  still  needs  another 
$7,000  to  receive  her  transcript  to  transfer. 

"1  would  like  to  go  to  another  college,  but  1 
can't  without  my  transcripts,"  she  said.  "I'm  just 
going  to  work  for  now  and  see  what  happens." 

She  said  national  outlook  is  one  reason  why 
she  is  leaving.  Housing  prices  and  the  job  market 
have  caused  her  to  cut  her  losses. 

"1  don't  know  why  1  would  take  out  more 
money  when  I'm  not  sure  I'll  have  a  job  when  1 
graduate." 

Bishop  said  he  is  working  to  counteract  the 
effects  of  the  economy,  including  having  the  small- 
est tuition  percentage  increase  next  fall  at  nearly 
4.5  percent. 


Endowment 

One  factor  in  the  distribution  of  financial  aid 
is  Creighton's  endowment  fund,  a  pool  of  donated 
funds  that  are  invested.  Money  from  the  endow- 
ment fund  is  used  to  pay  salaries,  pay  for  the  up- 
keep of  buildings  and  fund  part  of  the  financial  aid 
to  students. 

Dan  Burkey,  vice  president  of  Administration 
and  Finance,  said  in  [une  the  endowment  was  at 
$295  million.  As  of  this  week,  it  has  dropped  to 
$255  million. 

Before  students  think  this  means  they  will  be 
losing  money  or  costs  will  skyrocket,  it's  impor- 
tant to  know  that  only  4.3  percent  of  the  endow- 
ment is  used  every  year 

Still,  it  does  mean  there  are  less  funds  to  go 
around.  To  make  sure  everything  is  still  able  to  be 
paid  for,  Burkey  said  he  expects  to  freeze  or  lower 
the  amount  of  money  taken  from  the  endowment. 

Hiring  freeze 

One  step  already  taken  to  combat  the  crisis 
is  a  hiring  freeze  that  went  into  effect  last  week. 
Burkey  said  crucial  positions  that  deal  directly 
achievement  will  still  be  filled  after  a  review  by 
the  budget  committee. 

"It  is  a  definite  way  to  save  money,"  Burkey 
said.  "We  need  to  pick  up  some  slack  and  make 
sure  the  critical  work  is  still  done  and  the  quality 
of  education  is  still  excellent." 

The  last  freeze  was  in  2002. 

Goss  said  this  was  the  smartest,  safest  move 
Creighton  could  make  at  this  point. 

"We  have  a  commitment  to  our  faculty  and 
staff  first,"  he  said.  "We  shouldn't  hire  someone  if 
we  aren't  sure  we'll  be  able  to  pay  their  salary,"  he 
said.  "We  should  cut  back  before  we  would  have  to 
start  laying  off."

asked  to  identify  ways  to  cut  the  budget  or  in- 
crease revenue. 

Advice  for  students 

Graduating  seniors  should  consider  trying 
different  avenues  in  life,  Goss  said.  Jobs  aren't 
readily  available,  and  he  said  students  should  not 
take  the  first  offer  that  comes  along  because  he  or 
she  is  scared  about  the  job  market. 

"This  is  a  perfect  time  to  take  an  internship, 
go  to  grad  school  or  join  the  Peace  Corps,  some- 
thing that  you  always  wanted  to  do  but  didn't  have 
time,"  he  said. 

Goss  said  he  graduated  in  a  time  of  recession, 
and  it  isn't  something  to  stress  out  over  too  much. 
"These  things  happen  in  our  economy,"  he  said. 

When  these  things  happen,  students  and  fam- 
ilies have  to  face  tough  decisions,  including  Cole- 
man who  has  weeks  left  as  a  Creighton  student. 

"1  love  the  campus,  I  love  the  people,  I  mean, 
my  whole  life  revolves  around  this  Creighton  bub- 
ble," she  said.

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The  Final  Lap

Roger  Holthaus,  president  of  Holthaus  Law 
Offices  and  Creighton  alum,  uses  the  KFC  pool  an 
average  of  six  days  a  week.  In  fact,  he's  qualified 
for  six  events  in  next  year's  Summer  National 
Senior  Games  in  San  Francisco.  After  Dec.  19, 
Holthaus  will  have  to  find  a  new  place  to  swim. 

The  Kiewit  Fitness  Center  pool  and  spa  will 
be  closed  indefinitley  because  of  federal  guide- 
lines that  require  costly  repairs.  To  meet  the 
guidelines  the  pool  liner  leak  must  be  fixed  and 
;^'  the  pool  and  spa  drain  covers  must  be  replaced. 

John  Cernech,  vice  president  of  Student  Af- 
fairs, said  the  drain  covers  will  cost  an  estimated 
$5,000.  THe  pool  will  have  to  be  drained  before 
the  liner  ^osts  can  be  assessed.  Cernech  said  fa- 
cilities hafs  cited  other  improvements  that  must 
be  made  before  the  pool  can  be  reopened,  includ- 
ing fixing  the  pool  ventilation  system,  revamping 
the  Dump  room,  new  equipment  room  doors  and  a 
new  monitor  control  for  the  room.  These  improve- 
ments are  estimated  to  cost  about  $500,000. 

Fiolthaus  said  the  Creighton  pool  is  conve- 
nient for  hjpi  because  he  lives  and  works  down- 
town. • 


"I'm  getting  other  users  calling  me,"  he  said. 
"Over  a  dozen  calls  from  other  users  of  the  pool 
who  really  feel  displaced." 

Holthaus  said  he's  talked  to  Creighton  offi- 
cials and  is  confident  they'll  reach  a  solution.  He 
hopes  to  gain  membership  to  another  pool  for  a 
prorated  fee. 

Cernech  said  they  are  researching  solutions 
for  outside  members  who  use  the  KFC  pool,  but 
they  will  most  likely  have  the  option  to  refund 
this  year's  membership. 

"A  refund  is  probably  the  best  thing  for  both 
sides,"  Cernech  said. 

For  students,  it's  more  complicated. 

Kaitie  Tamura,  third-year  OT  student,  uses 
the  pool  at  least  three  times  a  week. 

"It  seems  unfair  because  now  I  need  to  look 
for  an  alternative  way  to  exercise  when  1  really 
just  want  to  swim,"  she  said. 

Cernech  said  university  officials  are  trying  to 
negotiate  a  package  deal  with  another  local  pool 
for  students.  A  final  decision  hasn't  been  made 
and  it's  possible  students  may  not  have  a  swim- 
ming option  next  semester. 

An  average  of  26  people  use  the  pool  daily, 
Cernech  said. 

"Unless  you've  got  a  very  active  swim  team. 


the  pool  is  just  an  expense,"  Cernech  said.  "It's 
kind  of  a  no-brainer.  It's  an  action  that's  going  to 
have  the  least  impact." 

Tamura  said  she  thinks  it's  an  investment  the 
university  should  make. 

"Not  only  do  students  and  faculty  use  it,  but 
alumni  and  people  within  the  Omaha  community 
enjoy  it  as  well,"  she  said.  "It  isn't  fair  to  take  away 
the  pool  because  it  is  well-utilized  and  accessed." 

Holthaus  said  he  hopes  university  officials 
will  seek  outside  feedback  when  they  decide  what 
improvements  to  make  to  the  pool. 

He  would  like  to  see  it  expanded  to  competi- 
tion size.  When  Peter  Kiewit  donated  money  to 
implement  the  pool,  he  required  the  length  to  be 
28  yards  —  just  short  of  competition  size. 

"He  wanted  to  make  sure  that  it  would  be 
used  for  student  recreation,"  Cernech  said. 

Holthaus  said  increasing  the  size  of  the  pool 
could  open  it  up  to  outside  organizations  and 
sanctioned  meets.  For  now,  Holthaus  will  contin- 
ue to  search  for  a  solution  to  his  swim  problem. 

"I  feel  that  they  will  negotiate  with  me  in 
good  faith,"  he  said.
